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PREFACE. 



I HOPB to be pardoned by the reader who may 
desire to examine the principles of the Hamil- 
tonian System, if I refer him to the ^^ Instructions 
for the use of the Gospel of St. John/' in French 
and in Latin, by Mr. James Hamilton ; as well as 
to my ^^ Observations on instruction and its appli- 
cation to teaching languages,^' published in a 
former work. (Verbal analysis of Saint-Real's 
Confuration contre Fenise.) 

The due limits of a preface restrain me from 
repeating those observations here, and from refer- 
ring to the high authorities that may be quoted 
in support of the method of teaching languages, 
called the Hamiltonian System. Objections are 
brought by some,^ who approve of the method, 
against this name for it : but it seems to me both 
just and convenient to designate a great improve- 
ment in the art of teaching, by the individual's 
name who first fixed the public attention effec- 
tually upon it, and succeeded in diffusing the 
knowledge of it so largely* 

It will be tax enough on the patience of accom^ 
plished readers to trouble them with a few 
prefatory remarks on the nature and use of this 
book, with its Two- fold Key: a work not in- 
tended for their perusal, as it contains only what 
they perfectly understand, and could not read 
without satiety. But the suggestions of their

experience, and the recollection of their own 
early wants, may serve to justify the appearance 
of a new instrument in aid of those who study 
either French or English, and to obtain for it 
the sanction of their recommendation. 

First, of the text, or History of Little Jack. 
Tlie French version is a reprint of that published 
at Paris in 1826, under the auspices of M. le 
Comte de Iiasteyrie, President de la Soci^t^ des 
M^thodes, '&c. It was translated from the ori- 
ginal English of the author of Sandford and 
Merton, as being a fitter book to engage the atten- 
tion of young readers, than any similar work then 
existing in France; and with the same view it has 
been transplanted into Italy and Germany. 

The Frehch text is to be put into the hand of 
the English pupil wishing to learn the French 
Language; and contrariwise, the English text 
will serve for foreigners beginning to learn the 
English Language ; but the key will not be used 
by the pupil while receiving oral instruction from 
a teacher. The latter will first explain to his 
pupil or class the sounds that the l^ers of the 
alphabet stand for in the language to be learQt, 
and particularly the different, and at first, strange 
sounds now to be attached to some of them. 

The teacher will then direct his pupil's eye to 
the text in his hand, nay French,* and will b^n 
by reading aloud one word of it himself very dis- 
tinctly, and joining with it a word in English

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that toAtey^ to an Englishman the meaning 
of the French word ; he goes on with a second 
word, then with a third, and so on, throughout the 
first sentence. This he may repeat once or twice 
exactly in the same way, till the learner feel able 
to repeat it after hhn ; and then the same sen- 
tence is to be repeated alternately five or six 
times by the teacher and pupil, or by the members 
of a dass in rotation, till all the words with their 
meanings or equivalents are well known. A se* 
cond sentence will then be gone through and 
learnt in the same manner : and thus several sen- 
tences may be taught and acquired in a lesson of 
one hour. 

In succeeding lessons the number of repetitions 
is diminished as the facility of reading increases, 
until the eighth or tenth lesson, when a new 
sentence may be read, and construed each time by 
ihe teacher and pupils in succession ; and this 
mode of reading and construing, or analysing, will 
be continued to the end of the story ; which will 
occupy from 10 to 20 lessons, with different in- 
dividuals. BiA this degree of knowledge will not 
be attained with certainty, and remembered, with- 
out frequently repeating the substance of each 
ksson before taking another. Such repetition 
would be most advantageously performed with the 
assistance of the teacher ; but as that would be 
often inconvenient, some help, such as notes, or a 
transcript of the teacher's instructions, would 
greatly assist learners of moderate ability in fixing 
the recollection of what had been orally tai^ht. 

Not long after Mr, Hamilton began to teach 
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on this system in America^ he had recourse to 
an interlineary translation of the text as a key 
of the book he taught from, and found that it 
gave great assistance to his pupils. Other ad- 
vantages may be drawn from the use of similar 
keys : if a competent teadier cannot be founds a 
well constructed key might answer many pur- 
poses of one j but the greatest progress would be 
made by previously studying with the help of a 
key the lesson to be taught^ in addition to conning 
it over afterwards. 

In making these keys I have not adopted the 
form of Mr. Hamilton's or any other interlined 
Keys^ because it does not secure the attainment 
of one object of paramount importance : that is, 
to fix the learner's sight successively upon every 
word as an individual object of attention, as it 
ought to be made, and is made to both eye and 
ear, by the teacher who adops this mode of analy- 
tical translation without a key. 

The arrangement of words in the present Two- 
fold Key is such as to render it nearly impossible 
fee. the pupil, either to read the translation alone^ 
as is too often done with interlineary translations ; 
or to become familiarized with an inverted or 
distorted order of construction, as is the case 
when continuous lines of the text are made to 
correspond with the order of words in an inter- 
lineary translation. Besides that the interverbal 
form admits easily of printing in parenthesis, all 
those suggestions and explanations which a judi- 
cious teacher would supply for elucidating dif- 
ferences of idiom that cannot be made sensible by 
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a naked analyticaltranslation. With a view to con^ 
venience of reference^ the paragraphs have been 
numbered in both keys to correspond with those of 
the French and English text ; and in learning either 
language^ the reader will only have to remove his 
sight from the text to the even-numbered pages 
of the key^ if learning English^ and to the odd- 
numbered pages, if learning French ; while the 
subject matter of opposite pages in the key being as 
nearly as possible the same, affords a comparative 
view of the peculiarities of both languages, very 
favorable to that intimate knowledge of their struc- 
ture which will facilitate the interchange of ideas^ 
between two nations so nearly related as those of 
France and England. 

Those who use the French or English text of 
this book in beginning the study of either lan- 
guage, will find ^eat advantage afterwards in 
taking the same subject in their native language, 
and composing from it in the language they are 
learning. This process is the very reverse of 
analysis ; as it is a putting together of the words 
learnt by that or some other means, so as to ex- 
press ideas ; and let us observe : firsts that we can 
express ourselves only in the words that we know 
by heart, as well as understand when we see or 
hear them ; secondly, that unless we are asso- 
ciated with those who speak a language^ we can 
learn. its words only by reading; then thirdly, 
that our stock of words will be large in propor- 
tion to the quantity we read with close attention 
to their meaning. 

It is not reasonable to expect that after reading 
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but one or two books in a language^ we should 
have any facility in using or reproducing its words 
and phrases. Exercises of this kind are therefore 
prOfterly deferred^ in this course of study^ till the 
learner has had time to exa*t his acquired power 
of reading in a variety of books besides the two 
or three that he may have gone through in the 
early part of the course.* 

Facility and correctness in using a language 
that one has no opportunity of learning by con* 
versation and daily use^ may soon be acquired 
with the assistance of a teacher who is both vers^ 
ed in the language of the pupils and in the one 
taught^ by those who have read carefully several 
volumes in the analjrtical way that we have pointed 
out. And as the technical terms of Grammar are 
similarly implied in all langui^s^ allowing how-* 
ever for peculiarities^ the best preparation is to 
know the Grammar of our own tongue; those 
who do so can easily gratify their curiosity about 
the Grammar of another^ as there exist printed 
Grammars of at least all the European languages. 
But it is a. part ol the course for the teacher to 
give lectures^ explaining grammatical terms and 
forms to the learners as soon as they have got a 
sufficient stock of words, and to render them 
familiar with the practice of referring the words 



* For the use of English persons learning French, many 
books hare been published on the Hamiltonian System, since 
the year 1823, the author of it has already put forth the 
Gospel of St. John, the Fables of Ferrin, and the Recueil choisi 
of Wanostrocht, with Keys executed under his immediate di- 
rection ; these should all be read by the student who is in 
earnest about learning French. 
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that occur in their reading to the proper heads 
of distribution or classification in a Grammar; 
and to exercise them^ if necessary^ in reciting. and 
writing out the changes^ and varieties of form and 
meanings or inflections^ of particular words in the 
language studied. 

In begmning to translate from the English 
text into the French idiom, and vieeversa with 
foreigners learning English, the same frequency 
of repetition is required as was used at the begin^ 
ning of the course, to attain the knowledge of 
words and their meaning : but the teacher will 
take care to explain that a verbal or literal trans- 
lation of the English into French is not to be 
attempted ; and that the thoughts furnished by the 
English text are now to be expressed in the French 
manner and idiom, without reference to the struc- 
ture of English phrases. The teacher will there- 
fore ascertain for himself the sense of. an English 
phrase or sentence in the History of Little Jack, 
and while his pupils have their attention fixed on 
the same passage in the English version, he will 
utter the meaning of it in as plain and simple 
French as is consistent with purity of idiom^ 
This he may repeat once or twice distinctly, and 
then call on the members of a class to repeat it in 
succession, until it is pronounced correctly, and 
without much efibrt, by each. Then the teacher 
will translate, and the pupils repeat another sen- 
tence in the same way, and continue this operation 
for several lessons; until the learners acquire a 
power of translating correctly for themselves, each 
in turn uttering in pure French the thoughts or

meaning of a different portion of the English 
text^ and assisted by the teacher whenever at a 
loss. There is perhaps little or nothing new in 
this part of the course^ but its great efficacy de-^ 
pends on the accurate and familiar knowledge of 
words obtained before this is attempted. It must 
be obvious that the same process without such a 
previous knowledge of words would be very la- 
borious and attended with little advantage. Be-* 
sides this exercise performed with a teacher, every 
pupil should write a small part, at least, of what 
has been translated in each lesson, and submit it 
to the teacher for him to mark and correct the 
errors. This will give the latter an opportunity of 
delivering such precepts or rules of Grammar as 
will, if clearly understood, and capable of general 
application, enable learners to avoid repeating the 
same fault ; while orthography is acquired by this 
means only. 

The transition from rendering the subject of 
an English book into French, to the practice of 
expressing our own thoughts in it, is easy to those 
who are accustomed to hear themselves and others 
read and translate in a class. French conver- 
sation between the teacher and pupils in succes- 
sion, may therefore occupy the latter lessons of the 
course, and with the correction of letters or 
other compositions for the improvement of style 
will form an introduction to the study of French 
Literature ; if that fall within the scope of the 

learner.

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LITTLE JACK. 



1. There was once a poor lame old man that 
lived in the midst of a wide uncultivated moor, in 
the north of England. He had formerly been a sol- 
dier^ and had almost lost the use of one leg by a 
wound he had received in battle, when he was 
fighting against the enemies of his country. This 
poor man, when he found himself thus disabled, 
built a little hut of clay, which he covered with 
turf dug from the common. He had a little bit of 
ground which he made a shift to cultivate with his 
own hands, and which supplied him with potatoes 
and vegetables. 

^. Besides this, he sometimes gained a few 
halfpence by opening for travellers a gate, which 
stood near his house. 

3. He did not indeed get much, because few 
people passed that way. What he earned was, 
however, enough to purchase clothes, and the few 
necessaries he wanted. But though poor, he was

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strictly honesty and never failed night and morn- 
ing to address his prayers to God ; by which 
means he was respected by all who knew Um^ 
much more than many who were superior to hun 
in rank and fortune. 

4. This old man lived alone. In his walks over 
the common^ he one day found a little kid that 
had lost its mother^ and was almost &mished with 
hunger ; he took it home to his cottf^e^ fed it 
with the produce of his garden^ and nursed it till 
it grew strong and vigorous. Little Nan^ for that 
was the name he gave it^ retume^d his cares with 
gratitude^ and became as much attached to hun 
as. a dog.

She would nesde her little 
head in his bosom^ and eat out of his hand part 
of his scanty allowance of- bread^ which he never 
failed to divide with his favourite. The old man 
often beheld her with silent joy^ and in the in- 
nocent effusions of his hearty would lift his hands 
to heaven^ and thank the Deity^ that, even in the 
midst of poverty and distress^ he had raised him 
up one faithftil friend. 

5. One nighty in the beginning of winter^ the 
old man thought he heard the feeble cries and la^ 
mentations of a child. As he was naturally cha- 
ritable, he arose and struck a light, and going out 
of his cottage, examined on every side. It was not 
long before he discerned an in&nt, which had pro- 
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b^bly t>eeii dipped by some aUtdling l^^^r or 
gipsy. The old man stood amazed at the sight, 
a^ knew not what to do. Shall I5 said he, who 
find it^so difficult to live at present, incnmber myself 
with the eare<^ an helpless infant, that will not for 
many years be capable of contributing to its own 
subsistence ? And yet, added he, frdftening with 
pity, I deny assistance to a human being still more 
miserable than myself ? — Will not that Providence 
which feeds the birds of the wood and the beasts 
of the 'field, and which has promised to Uess all 
those tiiat are kind and charitable, assist my feeble 
endeavours? At least, let me give it food and 
lodging for this night; for without I receive it 
into fay cottage, the poor abandoned wretch must 
perish with cold before the morning. Saying this, 
he took it up in his arms, and perceived it was a 
fine healthy boy, though covered with rags ; the 
little foundling too, seemed to be sensible of his 
kindness, and smiling in his face, stretched out 
hi& little arms, as if to enibrace his benefactor. 

6. When he had brought it into his hut, he be- 
gan to be extremely embarrassed how to procure 
it food; but looking at Nan, he recollected that she 
had just lost her kid, and saw her udder distended 
with milk : he, therefore, called her to him, and, 
presenting the child to the teat, was overjoyed to 
find, that it sucked as natursdly as if it had really 
found a mother. 

7. The goat too, seemed to receive pleasure 
from the e^rts of the child, and submitted

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without opposition^ to discharge tlie duties of a 
nurse. 

8. Contested with this experiment^ the old man 
wrapped the child up as warmly as he could^ and. 
stretched himself out to rest^ with the conscious- 
ness of having done a humane action. 

9. Early the next morning, he was awakened 
by the cries of the child for food, which, with^the 
assistance of his faithful Nan, he suckled as he. 
had done the night before. 

10. And now the old man began to feel an in- 
terest in the child, which made him defer some 
time longer the taking measures to be delivered 
from its care. Who knows, said he, but Provi- 
dence, which has preserved this child in so won- 
derfiil a manner, may have destined it to some- 
thing equally wondeifful in his future life, and may 
bless me as the humble agent of his decrees ? 

11. At least, as. he grows bigger, he will be a 
pleasure and comfort to me in this lonely cabin; 
and will assist in cutting turf for fuel, and culti- 
vating the garden. From this time, he became 
more and more attached to the little foundling ; 
who, in a short time, learned to consider the old 
man as a parent, and delighted him with his in- 
nocent caresses. 

12. Gentle Nanny too, the goat, seemed to 
adopt him with equal tenderness as her (^spring : 
she would stretch herself out upon the ground, 
while he crawled upon his hands and knees 
towards her: and when he had satisfied his hun- 
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ger by sucking, he would nestle between her legs 
and go to sleep in her bosom. 
. 13, It was wonderful to see how this child, thus 
left to nature, increased in strength and vigour. 
Unfettered by bandages or restraints, his limbs 
acquired their due proportions and form; his 
countenance was fiill and florid, suid gave indica- 
tions of peifect health ; and, at an age when other 
children' are scarcely able to support themselves 
with the assistance of a nurse, this little foundling 
could run alone. It was true that he sometimes 
failed in his attempts, and fell to the ground ; but 
the ground . was soft, and little Jack, for so the 
did man called him, was not tender nor delicate; 
he never xoiaded* thumpis nor bruises, but boldly 
scrambled up again and pursued his way. 
' 14. In a short time, little Jack was completely 
master of his legs 3 and as the summer came on, 
he attended his manuna, the goat, upon the com- 
mon, and used to play with her for hours to- 
gether ; sometimes rolling under her belly, now 
<dimbing upon her back, and frisking about as if 
he had really been a kid. 

15. As to his clothing. Jack was not much en- 
cumbered with it : he had neither shoes nor 
stockings, nor shirt, but the weather was warm 
and Jack felt himself so much lighter for every 
kind of exercise. 

16. In a short time after this. Jack began to 
imitate the sounds of his papa, the man, and his 
manlma, the gpat ; nor was it long before he 
learned to speak articulately. 
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IT' The old man^ delighted with this first dawn 
of reason^ used to place him u^n his Joiee, and 
converse with him fear hours tc^ether, while his 
pottage was slowly boOibg amid the embevi^ of » 
turf fire* 

18. As he grew biggoiv Jack became of eonai^ 
derable use to his hiker ; he could trust him to 
look after the gate^ and open^ it during his ab*- 
sence;: and^ as to the cookery of the family^ ft 
was not Icmg before Jack was a complete profit 
cient^ and could make broth almost: aa weQ a» 
his daddy himself. 

19« Duiing the winter nighis^the old man. used 
to entertain him with storiesi of what he bt^ 
^een during his youth ;. tile baldes and sieges he 
had been witness to, and the hardnbipa he- hadi 
undergone $ aU Uik< he rdated with s<» mudk- vi- 
vacity, that- Jack was never ; tired of listemng; 
But what delighted him beyond measure, was, to 
see daddy shoulder his' orufedh^ instead of a musket^ 
and give the word cS e^nmand. To the Tight><^ 
to the left-^present-p^fire'-^mafidi'-^hfilt-^-^ tUft 
was very familiar to Jack's- ear as. soon- as he 
could speak, and befiwcr he wa& six years old^ he 
poized and presented a 1m)om8tidc, which hift 
daddy gave hiix^ for tktt purpose^ wi& as good a 
graee as any soldiep of hid age in Eurc^e. 

20. The old man too^ inatructed him^ ill such 
pkdii and eimple morak and re%ion,^ aa^he was 
able to eicplain.

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never lies.'" Jack held up his head, marched across 
the floor, and promised his daddy that he would 
always tdl the truth like a soldier. But the old 
man, as he was something of a scholar, had a great 
anibitioii that his darling should learn to read and 
write; and this waea work of some diffieuity; 
for he had neither printed book, nor pens, nor 
paper in his cabin. Industry, however, enables us 
to overcome difficulties ; in the summer time, as

One &aing, indeed, Jade was liaUe to ; thoi^h.a 
very good-natured boy, he was a little too jealous of 
his honour. His daddy had taught him tiie use of 
his hands and 1^, and Jack had such dispositians 
for the art of boxing,, that he could beat every boy 

in the neighbourhood, of his age and size.. Eyen 
if they were a head taller^ it made no deference to 
Jack, provided they said any thing to woimd his 
honour; for otherwise he was the most mild^ pa- 
cific creature in the world.

33. " I have liVed/' mA the oM maai, ^ a^«at 
niaxiy years itr pey0rty, but I do not know that I 
b«re been worse soffi than it I had been tith ; X have 
svoidedy perfas^^ many faults, and m^seay u:tiea6i^ 
neases, which I siKiiddvh»ive incurred had I been 
in another sitoatioh ; and tibiidugh I haV^ often 
wanted a Hwal^ imd always^ fared hiird, I have en- 
joyed as much health, anid life as usually fafis^ to 
the lot of my betters. I am now goii]^ to die ^ I 
£eel it in every part; the breath will soon be out 
of lay body; then I shall be put in l^e ground^ 
and Hxe worms will eat your poor Old daddy. At 
this Jade renewed his tears and sobfeflngs, for ht 
was unaMe to restmm tiiem. But die old man 
aaid v '^ Haverpatienc0, my diildf though $ should 
teave this; woiM, as 1: have always, been* strictly 
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honest and endeavoured to do my duty^ I do not 
doubt- but God wiU pity me> and convey me to a 
better place/, where I shall be happier than I have 
ever been hcj«, 

34, ^^ This is what I have always taught you, 
and this' belief gives me the greatest comfort in 
my last moments* The only regret I fed, is for 
you my dearest child, whom I leave unprovided for. 
But you are strong and vigorous, and ahnost able 
to get your; living. As soon as I am dead, you 
must go to thj^ next village, and inform the people 
that they nijay come and bury me. You must then 
endeavour to get into service, and work for your 
living ; and, if you are strictly honest and sober, 
I do not doubt that you will find a livelihood^ and 
that God, who is the conunott &ther of all, will 
protect and bless you* Adieu, my child, I grow . 
£unter and fainter ; never forget your poor old 
daddy, nor the example he has set you ; but in 
every situation of life, disdiarge your duty, and 
live like a soldier, and a Christian.^' 
. 35. When the old man had with difficulty ut- 
tered these last instructions, his vdice entirely 
failed him, his limbs grew cold and stiff,. and in a 
few minutes he expired without a groan. Little 
Jack, who himg crying over his daddy, called 
upon him in vain, in vain endeavoured to revive 
him. At length he pulled off his clothes, went 
into his daddy^s bed, and endeavoured for many 
hours to animate him with the warmth of his^ own 
body ; but finding all his endeavours fruitless, he 
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concluded that be was indeed dead ; and therefore^, 
weeping bitterly^ be dressed himself^ and went to 
tbe village as he had been ordered. 
. 36. The poor little boy was thus left entirely 
destitute, and knew not what to do ; but one of 
the farmers, who had been acquainted with him 
before, offered to take him into his house, and 
give him his victuals for a few months, till he 
could find a service. 

37* Jack thankfully accepted the offer, and 
served him faithfully for several months ; during 
which time he learned to milk, to drive the plough, 
and never refused any kind of work he was able to 
perform. But, by ill luck, this good-natured 
farmer contracted a fever, by overheating him* 
self in the harvest, and died in the beginning of 
winter. 

38. His wife was therefore, obliged to discharge 
her servants, and Jack was again turned loose 
upon the world, with only his clothes and a shil-. 
ling in his pocket, which his kind mistress had 
made him a present of. He was very sorry for 
the loss of his master ; but he was now grown 
bigger and stronger, and thought he should easily 
find employment. He therefore set out upon his 
travels, walking all day, and inquiring at every 
farm-house for work. 

39. But in this attempt he was unfortunate, for 
nobody chose to employ a stranger : and though, 
he lived with the greatest economy, he soon found 
himself in a worse situation than ever, without a 
farthing in his pocket, or a morsel of bread to eat. 
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Jack, however^ was not of a temper to be easily 
cast dowtk ; he walked resolutely on all day^ but to- 
wards evening, was overtaken by a violent storm 
of rain, which wetted him to tiie skin before he 
coidd find a bush for shelter. Now poor Jack 
began to think of his old daddy, and the comforts 
he had formerly enjoyed upon the common, where 
he had always a roof to shelter him, and a slice of 
bread for supper. But tears and lamentations were 
vain; and therefore, as soon as the storm was 
over, he pursued his journey, in hopes of finding 
some bam or outhouse to creep into for the rest 
of the night. 

40. While he was thus* wandering about, he saw 
at some distance, a greiit li^t, which seemed to 
come firom some prodigious ^fite. Jack did not 
know what this could be ; but in his present si- 
tuation, he thought a fire no disagre^ble object, 
and therefore determined to approach it. When 
he came nearer, he saw a large' building, whidi' 
seemed to i^ut fire and smoke at several open- 
ings, and heard an ineessant noise -of blows^ and 
tiie rattling of chains. Jack was ^ first a little 
frightened, but summoning all his courage, he crept 
cautiously on to the building ; and looking through 
a chink, discovered several men and boys em- 
ployed in blowing fires and hammering bmning 
masses <rf iron. This was a very comfortable 
sight to him in his present forlorn conditi6n ; so 
finding a door half open, he ventured in, and 
placed himself as near as he dared, to one of the 
flaming furnaces. 
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41. It was not long before he was ditoovered 
by one of the workmen, who asked bimy rou^jry 
what busmess he had th^e? Jack amwered, with 
great humility, that he was a poor boy, looking 
but for work ; that he Imd had no food fiU day, 
and was wet to the ddn with the rain, which 
was evident enough from the appearance of bis 
dodies. By great good luck, the man he ^oke. 
to wag good-natured, and therefore not only pei^ 
mitted him to stay by the fire, but gave him some 
broken victuals for his supper. After this, he 
laid himself down in a comer, and sl^ without 
disturbance till morning; 

49. He wag scarcely awake the next day, when 
the master of the forg« came in to overlook^ big 
men, who findii^ 4ack, and hearing his story^ 
began- to reproach him as* a lazy vagabond^ and 
asked him why he did not' wcnrk fca* his Mvipgv 
Jack assured him there was nothiog he so ear*^ 
nesdy de^sired; and that if he would please to 
employ him, there was nothing he would not do 
to earn a subsistence. ^^ Well, my boy," said the 
master, ^^ if this be true, you shall soon be tried j 
nobody needfi be idle here ;" so calling his fore- 
man, he ordered him to set that lad to work, and 
pay him in proportion to his deserts. Jack now 
thought himself completely happy, and worked 
with so much assiduity, that he soon gained a 
comfortable livelihood, and acquired th& esteem 
of his master. But, unfortunately, he was a little

43. It happened one day, that a large company 
of gentlemen and ladies were introduced to see the 
works. The master attended them, and explain- 
ed, with great politeness, every part of his manu- 
facture. They viewed with^ astonishment, the 
different methods by which that useful and neces-* 
sary ore, iron, is rendered fit for human use. 
They examined the furnaces where it is melted 
down to disengage it from the dross, with which 
it U mixed in the bowels of the earth, and whence 
it runs down in liquid torrents like fire. They 
beheld with equal pleasure, the prodigious ham- 
mers, which, moved by the force of water, mould 
it i^to massy bars for the service of man. While 
they were busy in examining these different pro- 
cesses, they were alarmed by a sudden noise of 
discord, which broke out on the other side of the 
building ; and the master inquiring into the cause, 
was told it was only little Jack, who was fighting 
with Tom the collier.

Can 
you never refrain a single instant . from broils and 
fighting? but I am . determined to bear it no 
longer; and therefore you shall. never, from this 
hour, do a single stroke of work for me/'. " Sir,** 
replied Jack, with great humility, but yet. with 
firmness, ^^ I am extremely sorry, to have dis- 
obliged you, nor have I ever done it willingly 
since I. have been here; and if the other boys 
would only mind their business as well as I do,;

any strength in my body/' At this trangngne^ 
the whole audience were scarcely able to refin&m 
£rm)i laughizi^ ; and the master^ with more com* 
posure^ told Jack to mind his busixtess, and 
threatened the other boys with punishment if they 
disturbed him. 

44. But a lady who was in company^ seemed 
particularly interested about little Jack^ and when 
she had heani his stoiy, said^ '^ this must cer^ 
talnly be the Uttfo boy who opened a gate' seveml 
years past tornxe upon Noix^ot Moor. I remember 
being struck with his appearance^ and hearing him* 
I was very much affected with his hi^»ry^ and 
since he deserves so good a character, if you will 
part with him, I will instantly take him into my 
service*** 

45. The master rephed^ Ihat: he should part 
with him with great satis&dddn to such an excd** 
lent mistress ; that, indeed^ the boy deserved all 
the commendations which had been given j bat 
since the other lads had such a baMt of jdaguiag^ 
and Jack was of so impatient a.ttm|»er9 he des* 
paired of ever composing their animosities. Jack 
wasthett calledy and. informed of the lady's offier^ 
which he instantly ac<»pted with ike greatest 
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ireadineoa, and iMeived immediate directions to 
her bottse. 

46. Jack was now in a new sphere of life. His 
Cnoe was washed^ his hair comb^d^ he was clothed 
afresh^ and a{ipeared a very smart active lad. His 
biisinesB wi» to help in the stable^ to water 
thd' horses, to clean shoes, to perform errands^ 
' and to do all the jobs of the femily ; and in the 
discharge d these services, he soon gave miiver- 
sal satid^lten. 

4T. He was^isndefatiigabld iA ddmg what he was 
oidered, never gprumbled nor appeared out of tern* 
per^ a»d seemed so quiet and inoffensive in his 
)9Uinners, that every body wondeared how he had 
acquired the charact^ of being quairelspme. In a 
short time, he became both the favourite and the 
drudge of the whole family ; for, speak but kindly 
to him, and caB him a little soldier, and Jack was 
at every one's disposal. 

48« This was Jack's parlicidar foible and va- 
nity ; at his leisure hours, he would divert himself 
by the hour together, in poking a dungfork, charg*- 
ii^ with a broomstick, azid standing sentry at the 
stabIe«do(v. 

49. Another propensity of Jack% which noir 
discovered itself, was an immoderate love of 
horses. The mstant he was introduced into &e 
stable, he attached himself so strongly to these 
ankn&Is, that you wo«dd have taken him for one 
of the same species, or at least, a near rdolive). 
Jack was never tired with rubbinj; dowxv and cur«. 
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rying them ; the coachman had scarcely any bu- 
siness but to sit upon his box ; all the operations 
of the stable were intrusted to little Jack^ nor was 
It ever known that he neglected a single particu* 
lar. .But what gave him more pleasure than all 
the rest, .was sometimes to accompany his mis- 
tress upon a little horse^ which he managed with 
infinite dexterity, 

50. Jack too, discovered a great disposition for 
aU the useful and mechanic arts. He had served 
an apprenticeship already to the manufacture of 
iron, and of this he was almost as vain as being a 
soldi^. . As he began, to extend his knowledge of 
the wprld, he saw that nothing could be done 
without iron. ^^ How would you plough the 
ground/* said Jack; ^^how would you d^ 
your g^den 5 how would you . even light a fire, 
dress a dinner, shoe a horse, or do the least 
thing in the world, if we workmen at the forge 
did not take the trouble of preparing it for 
you?'* Thus Jack would sometimes expatiate 
upon th^ dignity and importance of his own pro- 
fession, to the great admu^tion of aU the other 
servants. These ideas naturally gave Jack a great 
esteem for the profession of a blacksmith ; apd in 
his occasioned visits to. the forge with the horses^ 
he. learnt to make and fix a shoe as neatly as any 
artist in the country. 

^51. Nor were Jack's .talents confined to the 
^la^ufacture of iron ; his love of horses was so 
great, and bis interest in every thing that related 
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to them, that it was not long before he acquired 
a^Tcry competent knowledge in the art of sad- 
dlery. 

52. Jack would also sometimes observe the 
carpenters when they were at work ; and some-^- 
times, by stealth, attempt the management of 
their tools, in which he succeeded as well as in' 
every thing else, so that he was looked upon by 
every body, as a very active, ingenious boy. 

63. There was in the family where he now 
lived, a young gentleman, the nephew of his mis- 
tress, who had lost his parents, and was therefore 
brought up by his aunt. As Master Willets was 
something younger than Jack, and a very godd- 
natured boy, he soon began to take notice- of him, 
and be much diverted with his company. 

54. Jack, indeed, was not undeserving this at- 
tention; for although he could not boast any great 
advantages of education, his conduct was entirely 
free from all the vices to which some of the lower 
classes of people are subject. Jack was never 
heard to swear, nor express himself with any in- 
decency. He was civil and respectful in his man- 
ners to all his superiors, . and uniformly good- 
natured to his equals. In respect to the animals 
entrusted to his care, he not, only refrained from 
using them ill, but was never tired with doing 
them good ofiBices. Added to this, he. was sobers 
temperate, hardy, active, and ingenious, and des- 
pised a lie as much as any of his betters. Master 
Willets now began to be much pleased with pliay- 
ing at cricket and trap-ball with Jack, who ex^ 
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cfUed at both these games. Mftstca^ WiUets had a 
little horse^ which Jade looked after^ aad notxon- 
tented with looking after him in the best mamier^ 
he used to ride him at his Idsure hours with so 
mtt<di care and address^ that in a short time he maNle 
him ih^ most gentle and docile little animal isi the 
ooimtry. Jack had acquired this knowledge partiiy 
from his own experience^ and partly £rc»n paying 
particular attention to an itinerant jiding-^master^ 
that, had lately exhibited various feats in that 
neighbourhood. Jack att^ided liim so closely, and 
made so good a use of his time, that he learned to 
imitate almost every thing he saw. 

55. The young gentleman had a master, who 
used to come three times a week to teach him ac-^ 
counts, and writing, and geography. Jack used to 
be sometimes in the room while the lessons were 
given, and listened, according to custom, with so 
much attention to all that passed, that he recdved 
very considerable advantage for his own improve- 
ment. 

56. He had now a little money, and he laid 
some of it out to purchase pens and paper, and a 
slate ; with which, at night, he used to imitate 
every thing he had heard and seen in the day ; 
and his little master, who began to love him very 
sincerely, when he saw him so desirous of im* 
provement, contrived, under one pretence or 
another, to have him generally in the room while 
he was receiving instruction himself. 

57* lu this manner Jack went on for some 
years, leading a life very agreeable to himself, and 
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difldiarguig his duty very mach to the satisfiic^ 
tion oi his mistress. 

58. An unlucky accident at length happened to 
interrupt his tranquillity. A young gentleman 
came down to visit Master Willets^ who^ having 
been educated in France, and among genteel peo- 
[die in London, had a very great taste for finery, 
and a supreme contempt for all the vulgar. 

59. His dress too, was a little particular, as well 
as his manners ; for he spent half his time in ad- 
justing his head, wore a large black bag tied to his 
hair behind, and would sometimes strut about for 
half an hour with his hat under his arm, and a 
little sword by his side. 

60. This young man had a supreme contempt 
for all the vulgar, which he did not attempt to 
conceal; and when he had heard the story of 
Jack's birth and education, he could scarcely bear 
to be in the same room with him. 

61. Jack soon perceived the aversion which the 
stranger entertained for him, and at first endea- 
voured to remove it, by every civility in bis power; 
but when he found that he gained nothing by all 
bis humility, his temper, naturally haughty, took 
fire, and as far as he dared, he plainly showed all 
the resentment he felt. 

62. It happened one day, after Jack had re- 
ceived some very mortifying usage from this young 
gentleman, that as he was walking along the road, 
he met with a showman, who was returning from 
a neighbouring fair With some wild beasts in a cart. 
Among them was a middlesized monkey, who 
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\ra8 not under cover like the regt^ and played so 
many antic tricks^ and made so many grimaces^ as 
enga^d all Jack's attention, and delighted him 
very mnch ; for he always had a propensity for 
every species of drollery. After a variety of ques- 
tions and conversation, the showman, who pro- 
bably wanted to be rid of his monkey, proposed 
to Jack to piu*chase him for half a crown. Jack 
could not resist the temptation of being master of 
such a droll and diverting animal, and therefore 
agreed to the bargain. But when he was left 
alone with his purchase, whom he led along by a 
chain, he soon began to repent his haste, and 
knew not how to dispose of him. As there was 
however, no remedy. Jack brought him carefully 
home, and confined him safe in an out-house, 
which was not applied to any use. In this situa- 
tion he kept him several days, without accident, 
and frequently visited him at his leisure hours, 
with apples, nuts, and such other presents as he 
could procure.

63. He therefore, one day, procured some flour, 
with which he powdered his monkey's head, fixed 
a large paper bag to his neck, put an old hat under 
his arm, and tied a large iron skewer to his side, 
instead of a sword ; and thus accoutred, led him 
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about with infinite satisfaction, calling him Mon- 
sieur, and jabbering such broken French as he 
had picked up from the conversation of the vi- 
sitor« 

64. It happened veryunluckily at thisvery instant, 
that the young gentleman himself passed by, and 
instantly, saw at one glance, the intended copy of 
himself and all the malice of little Jack, who 
was leading him along, and calling to him to hold 
up his head, and look like a person of fashion. 

65. Rage instantly took possession of his mind, 
and drawing his sword, which he happened to 
have on, he ran the poor monkey through with a 
sudden thrust, and laid him dead upon the ground. 
What more he might have done is uncertain, for 
Jack, who was not of a temper to see calmly such 
an outrage committed upon an animal whom he 
eonsidered as his friend, flew upon him like a fiiry, 
and wiesting the sword out of his hand, broke 
it into twenty pieces. 

66. Hie young gentleman himself received a fall 
in the scufile, which, though it did him no ma- 
terial damage, daubed all his clothes, and totally 
spoiled the whole airangement of his dress. At 
this instant, the lady herself, who had heard the 
noise, came down, and the violence of poor Jack 
was too s^parent to be excused. Jack, indeed, 
was very sorry to have offended^ but, when he 
was ordered to make concessions to the young 
gentleman, as the only conditions upon which he 
could be kept in the family, he absolutely refused; 
He owned, indeed, that he was much to blame

. 68. Jack made no answer to this, but by in

see you have been in the army ah*eady, and can 
eat fire as veil as any of us. But come with us,^ 
my brave lad, you shall live well, have little to do, 
but now and then fight for your country and king, 
as every gentleman ought ; and in a short lime I 
don't doubt but I shall see. you a captain, or some 
great man, ixdling in wealth, which you have got 
out of Ae spoils of your enemies." ^^ No,'" «aid 
Jack, ^^ captain, that will never do— ^no tricks

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desert. him here; and he had not been embarked 
many weeks before he was perfectly acquamted 
with all the duties of a sailor^ and in that respect 
equal to most on board. It happened that the 
ship^ in which he sailed^ touched at the Cormo 
Islands^ in order to take in wood and water; 
these are some little islands near the coast of 
Africa^ inhabited by blacks. Jack often went on 
shore with the officers^ attending them on their 
shooting parties to carry their powder and shot, 
and the game they killed. 

70, All this country consists of very lofty hills, 
covered with trees and shrubs of various kinds, 
which never lose their leaves, from the perpetual 
warmth of the climate.

'■ 71. It happened that one of the officers whom 
Jack was attending upon a shooting party, took aim 
at some great bird and brought it down ; but as it 
fell into some deep valley, over some rocks which 
it was impossible to descend, they despaired of 
gaining their prey. Jack immediately, with offi- 
cious haste, set off and ran down the more level 
side of the hill, thinking to make a circuit and 
reach the valley into which the bird had fallen.

He therefore i^andered about the woods with in* 
conceivable difficulty all day* but could never find 
his company nor even reach the shore^ nor ob* 
tain a ptospect of the sea. At length the night 
appjoaqhed, and Jack^ who perceived it to be im» 
possible to do that in the dark^ which he had not 
been able to effect in the light, lay down under a 
rock^ and composed himself to rest as well as hi^ 
was able. 

. 73 » The n^t day he rose with the light, and 
once more attempted to regain the shore : but un-i 
fortunately he had totally lost all idea of the direc- 
tion he ought to pursue, and saw nothing around 
him but the dismal prospect of woods and hills, 
and precipices, without a guide or path. 

74. Jack now began to be very hungry, but as 
be bad a fowling-piece with him, and powder and 
shot, he soon procured himself a dinner; and 
kindling a fire with some dry leaves and sticks, he 
routed his game upon the embers, and dined as 
comfortably as he could be expected to do in so 
forlorn a situation. Finding himself much re-r 
freshed, he pursued his journey, but with as little 
success as ever. 

75. On the third day, he indeed came in sight 
of the sea, but found that he was quite on ' a dif-« 
ferent side of the island from that where he left 
the ship, and that neither ship nor boat was to be 
seen. • 

, 76p Jack now lost all hopes of rejoining his 
comrades, for he knew the ship was to sail, at 
2** 
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farthest^ upon the third day^ mid would not widt 
for him. 

77. He therefore sat down very pensively upon 
a rock, and cast his eyes upon the vast extent of 
ocean which was stretched out before him. He 
found himself now abandoned upon a strange 
country^ without a single friend^ acquaintance^ or 
even any one who spoke the same language. He at 
first thought of seeking out the natives^ and 
making known to them his deplorable state ; but 
he began to fear the reception he might meet with 
among diem, lliey might not be pleased^ he 
thought^ with his company, and might take the 
liberty of treating him as the white men generally 
treat the blacks when they get them into their 
possession ; that is^ inake him work hard with 
very little victuals, and knock him on the head if 
he attempted to run away. And, therefore, says 
Jack, as he was meditating all alone, it may per- 
haps, be better for me to stay quiet where I am. 
It is true, indeed, I shall not have much company 
to talk to, but then I shall have nobody to quarrel 
with me, nor baa, nor laugh at my poor daddy 
and mammy. Neither do I at present see how I 
shall get a livelihood, when my powder and shot 
are all expended ; but, however, I shall hardly be 
starved, for I saw several kinds of fruits in the 
woods, and some roots which look very much like 
carrots. As to clothes, when mine wear out, I 
shall not much want new ones ; for the weatbelr 
is charmingly warm; and, therefore, aU things 
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considered^ I don't see why I should not be as 
happy here as in any other place. • 

78. When Jack had finished his speech, he set 
himself to find a lodging for the night. He had 
not examined far before he found a dry cavern in 
a rock, which he thought would prove a very 
comfortable residence;' he therefore went to work 
with a hatchet he had with him, and cut some 
boughs of trees, which he spread upon the floor, 
and over those a long silky kind of grass, which 
he found in plenty near the place, to make himself 
a bed. His next care was, how to secure himself 
in case of any attack, for he did not know whether 
the inland contained any wild beasts or not. He 
therefore cut down several branches of trees, and 
wove them into a kind of wicker work^ as he had 
seen the men do hurdles when he lived with the 
farmer ; with this contrivance he found he could 
very securely barricade the entrance of his cave. 
And now, as the evening was again approaching 
he began to feel himself hungry, and seeking along 
the sea-^shore, he found some shell fish, which sup- 
plied him with tt plentiful meal. 

79. The next day Jack arose, a little melan-* 
choly indeed, but with a resolution to struggle 
manfully with the difficulties of his situation. He 
walked into the woods and saw several kinds of 
fruit and berries, some of which he ventured to 
eat, as the birds had pecked them, and found the 
tiu8te agreeable. He also dug up several species 
of roots, but feared to taste them lest they should 
be poisonous. At length, he selected one that 
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irery much resembled a potatoe^ and determined 
to roast it in the embers^ and taste a very small 
bit. It can hardly^ thought Jack^ do me much 
hurt^ in so very small a quantity; and if that 
agree with me I will increase the dose. The root 
was fortunately extremely wholesome and nutri- 
tive,, so that Jack was in a very short time U>lef 
rably secure against the danger of wanting food& 
In this manner did Jack lead a kind of savage, 
but tolerably contented, life for several months 5 
during which time he enjoyed perfect health, and 
was never discovered by any of the natives. He 
used several times a-day to visit the shore, in 
hopes that some ship might pass that way and 
deliver him from his solitary imprisonment. 

80. This, at length, happened, by the boat of 
an JSnglish ship, that ^ras sailing to India, hap- 
pening to touch upon the coast; Jack instantly 
hailed the crew, and the officer, upon hearing the 
story, agreed to receive him; the captain too, 
when he found that Jack was by no means a con** 
temptible sailor, very willingly gave him his pas- 
sage, and promised him a gratuity besides, if he 
behaved well. 

81. Jack arrived in India without any ac- 
cident, and, relating his story, was permitted to 
serve in another regiment, as his own was no 
longer there. He soon distinguished himself by 
his courage and good behaviour on several oc-^ 
casions, and before long was advanced to the 
rank of a serjeant* In this capacity, he was 
ordered out upon an expedition inta the remote 
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parts of the country. The little army in which 
he served now marched on^ for several weeks;, 
through a burning climate^ and in want of all the 
necessaries of life. 

82. At length they entered upon some exten- 
sive plains^ which bordered upon the celebrated 
country of the Tartars. Jack was perfectly well 
acquainted with the history of this people^ and 
their method of fighting. 

83. He knew them to be some of the best 
horsemen in the world; indefatigable in their 
attacks, though often repulsed returning to the 
charge, and not to be invaded with impunity; 
he, therefore, took the liberty, of observing 
to some of the ofGicers, that nothing could be 
more dangerous than their rashly engaging 
themselves in those extensive plains, where they 
were every moment exposed to the attacks of 
cavalry, without any successful method nf de- 
fence, or place of retreat, in case of any misK 
fortune. 

84. These remonstrances were not much at* 
tended to, and, after a few hours farther march, 
they were alarmed by the approach of a consi- 
derable body of Tartar horsemen. They, how- 
ever, drew up with all the order they were able, 
and firing several successive vollies, endeavoured 
to keep the enemy at a distance. But the Tar- 
tars had no design of doing that with a consider- 
able loss, which they were sure of doing with 
ease and safety. Instead, therefore, of charging 
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Cbe Europefms^ they oabtented themselves with 
givmg QQntimxdl alarms^ and menacing them on 
every side, without exposi&g themselves to any 
considerable danger. 

es* The army now attempted to retreat^ hoping 
that they should be able to arrive at the neighs 
bouring mountains, where they would be safe 
frcmi the inciirsions of the horse. But in this at- 
tempt they were equally disappointed ; for another 
considerable body of enemies appeared on that 
side, and blocked their passage. The Europeans 
now fpnnd tibueywere surrounded on all sides, and 
that resistance was vain. The commanding offi- 
cer^ therefore, judged it . expedient to try what 
eould be effected by negociation, and sent one of 
his officers^ who understood something of the 
enemijes. The Tartar chief received the Euro- 
peans with great civility, and after having gently 
reproached tibem with tiieir ambition, in coming 
so fer to invade a people who had never injured 
them, he consented, upon very moderate condi- 
tions, to their enlargement : but he insisted upon 
having their anne delivered up, except a very 
.few, jvhich he permitted them to keep for defence 
in their return, and upon retaining a certain num*- 
ber of Europeans aa hostages, for the performance 
of stipulated articles. Among those who were 
thus kft with the Tartars, Jack happened to be 
included ; and, while all the rest seemed incour 
solabk at being thus made prisoners by a bar-^ 
barous nation, he alone, accustomed to all th€ 
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ticiasitudes of life, retained his cheerfulness, and 
prepared to meet every reverse of fortune with his 
usual firmness. 

8€. TTie Tartars, among whom Jack was now 
to reside, constitute several different tribes or na- 
tions, which inhabit an immense extent of coun- 
try, both in Europe and Asia. Their country is , 
in general, open and uncultivated, without cities 
or towns such as we see in England. The inhabi- 
tants themselves, are a bold and hardy race of men, 
that live in small tents, and change their place of 
abode with the different seasons of the year. All 
th«ir property consists in herds of cattle, which 
they drive along with them from place to place, 
and upon whose milk and flesh they subsist. They 
are particularly fond of horses, of which they have 
a small, but excellent breed, hardy and indefatiga- 
ble for the purposes of war ; and they excel in 
the management of them beyond what is easy to 
conceive. Immense herds of these animals wan- 
der loose about the deserts, but marked with the 
particular mark of the person or tribe to which 
they belong. When they want any of these ani- 
mals for use, a certain number of their young 
mien jump upon their horses, with nothing but a 
halter to guide them, each carrying in his hand a 
pole, with a noose of cord at the end. When 
they come in sight of the herd, they pursue 
the horse they wish to take, at full speed, 
come up with him in spite of his swiftness, and 
never fail to throw the noose about his neck as 
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ke runs. They are frequently known to jump 
upon young horses that have passed theur whole 
life in the desert^ and with only a girth around 
the animal's body to hold by, maintain their seat, 
in . spite of all his violent exertions ; until 
they have wearied him out, and reduced him 
into perfect obedience. Such was the nation 
with whom the lot of Jack was now to reside^ 
nor was he long before he had an opportunity of 
shewing his talents. 

87. It happened that a favourite horse of the 
chief was taken with a violent fever, and seemed 
to be in' immediate danger of death. The Khan, 
for so he is called among the Tartars, seeing his 
horse grow hourly worse, at length applied to 
the Europeans, to know if they could suggest any 
thing for his recovery. All the officers were pro- 
foundly ignorant of farriery ; but when the ap- 
plication was made to Jack, he desired to see the 
,horse, and, with great gravity, began to feel bis 
pulse by passing his hand within the animal's 
forelegs which gave the Tartars a very high 
idea of his ingenuity. Finding that the animal 
was in a high fever, he proposed to the Khan to 
let him blood, which he had learned to do very 
dexterously in England. He obtained permission 
to do as he pleased ; and having, by great good 
luck, a lancet with him, he let him blood very 
dexterously in the neck. After this Operation, 
he covered him up and gave him a warm potion 
Qiade out of such ingredients as he could procure 
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upon the spot^ and left hhn quiet. In a few hoors^ 
the horse began to mend^ and, to the great joy of 
the Khan, perfectly recovered in a few days. 

88. This cure, so opportunely performed, raised 
the reputation of Jack so high, that every body 
came to consult him about their horses ; and, in a 
short time, he was the universal fiEurrier of the 
whole tribe. Hie Khan himself conceived so 
great an affection for him, that he gave him an 
excellent horse to ride upon, and attend in his 
hunting parties: and Jack, who excelled in the 
art of horsemanship, managed him so well s td 
gain the esteem of the whole nation. 

89. The Tartars, though they are excellent 
horsemen, have no idea of managing their horses, 
unless by violence; but Jack, in a short time, 
by continual care and attention, made his horse 
so docile and obedient to every motion, of his 
hand and leg, that the Tartars themselves would 
gaze upon himcvwith admiration, and allow them- 
selves to be outdone. Not contented with this^ he 
procured some iron, and made his horse-shoes in 
the European taste ; this also was a matter of as- 
tonishment to all the Tartars, who are accus- 
tomed to ride their horses unshod. He next ob- 
served that the Tartar saddles are all prodigiously 
large and cumbersome, raising the horseman up 
to a great distance from the back of his horse. 

90. Jack set himself to work, and was not long 
before he had completed something like an English 
hunting saddle, on wile h he paraded before the 
Khan. All mankind seem to have a passion tot 
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novelty^ and the Khan was so delighted with this 
e£fort of Jack's ingenuity^ that^ after paying him 
the highest compliments^ he intimated a desire 
of having such a saddle for himself. Jack was 
the most obliging creature in the world, and 
spared no labour to serve his friends : he went 
to work again, and, in a short time, completed a 
saddle still more elegant for the Khan* These 
exertions gained him the favour and esteem both 
of the Khan and the tribe, so that Jack was 
an universal favourite, and loaded with pre- 
sents, while all the rest of the officers, who had 
never learned to make a saddle or a horse-shoe, 
were treated with contempt and indifference. 

91. Jack, indeed, behaved with the greatest 
generosity to his countrymen, and divided with 
them all the mutton and venison which were 
given him; but he could not help sometimes 
observing, that it was a great pity they had not 
learned to make a horse-shoe instead of dancing 
and dressing hair. 

9^. And now an ambassador arrived from the 
English settlements, with an account that all the 
conditions of the treaty had been performed, and 
demanding the restitution of the prisoners. The 
Tartar chief was too much a man of honour to delay 
an instant, and they were all restored ; but before 
they set out. Jack laboured with indefatigable 
zeal to finish a couple of saddles and a dozen 
horse-shoes, which he presented to the Khan 
with miany expressions of gratitude. The Khan 
was charmed with this, proof of his affection, and 
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in return made him a present of a couple of fine 
horses^ and several valuable skins of beasts. Jack 
arrived without any accident at the English set- 
tlements 5 and selling his skins and horses^ found 
himself in possession of a moderate sum of money. 
He now began to have a desire to return to 
England^ and one of the officers, who had often 
been obliged to him during his captivity^ pro- 
cured him a discharge. He embarked, therefore, 
with all his property on board a ship, which was 
returning home, and in a few months was safely 
landed at Plymouth. 

93. But Jack was too active and too prudent to 
give himself up to idleness. After considering 
various schemes of business, he determined to 
take up his old trade of forging, and for that 
purpose made a journey into the North, and 
found his old master alive and as active as ever. 
His master, who had always entertained an es- 
teem for Jack, welcomed him with great affection, 
and being in want of a foreman, he engaged him 
at a very handsome price for that place. Jack 
was now indefatigable in the execution of his new 
office; inflexibly honest where the interests of 
his master were concerned, and at the same time, 
humane and obliging to the men who were under 
him, he gained the affection of all about him. In a 
few years his master was so thoroughly convinced 
of his merit, that growing old himself, he took 
Jack into partnership, and committed the ma- 
nagement of the whole business to his care. He 
continued to exert the same qualities now which

he had done before; by which means^ he im- 
proved the business so much, as to gain a con- 
siderable fortmie, and become one of the most 
respectable manufacturers in the country. But, 
with all his prosperity, he never discovered the 
least pride nor haughtiness ; on the contrary, he 
employed part of his fortune to purchase the 
moor where he formerly lived, and built ^mself 
a small, but convenient house, upon the very 
spot where his daddy's hut had formerly stood. 
Hither he would sometimes retire from business, 
and cultivate his garden with his own hands, for 
he hated idleness. 

94. To all his poor neighbours he was kind and 
liberal, relieving them in their distress ; and often 
entertaining them at his house, where he used to 
dine with them with the greatest afiability, and 
frequently relate his own story, in order to prove 
that it is of very little consequence how a man 
comes into the world, provided he behave well, 
and discharge his duty when he is in it.

il s'est mis k b^ler par toute la maison ; je n'ai pu 
supporter cela, car mon pauvre p^re n'^tait autre 
chose qu'un honn^ soldat, et si j'ai suo^ le lait 
d'une chfevre, cette ch^vre ^tait la meilleure cr^ 
ture ^u'il y e^ au monde, et tant qu'il me rei^ters.

jurie/' A cette harangue, tons les spectateurs 
eurent peine k s'emp^K^faer de rire, et le mattre^ 
plus calme, dat k Jack de se remettre k Touvrage^ 
et menapa les autres enfans de les punir s'Qs le d^ 
rangeaient encore, 

44, Mais une dame de la compagnie parut s'in- 
t^resser au petit Jack d'une mani^re particuU^e, 
ft, apr&s avoir appris son histoire, elle dit qu'as- 
sur^ment ce devait ^tre le m^me enfant qui, quel- 
ques ann^s auparavant, ouyrait la barriere pr^s 
de Norcot-Moor. II me souvient, dit-^lle, d'avoir 
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6t4 frapp^e de sa bonne mine, et de Tavoir entendu 
d^plorer la perte de la ch^vre qui Tavait nourri.

pasens, ^tait rest^ k la^hai^ ds sa tante. Cotfkk&e 
M; Willets ^it un peu plus- jieune que Jttdi^ 
et dou^ d'un excellent naturel; il eut bient^t^ftdt 
comudssance avec lui^ et se plut bea^coup k sa 
cdn^agnie; 
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54. II est vrai de dire que Jack n'etait psus in-

Lc jeune Willets avait un maitre qui venait 
habituellement trois fois par semaine lui enseigner 
le calcul^ r^criture et la g^graphie ; Jack restait 
dans la cbambre pendant les lepons^ et fesait, 
selon son usage^ tant d'attention k tout ce qui se 
passait^ qu'il en retira de grands avantage? pour 
son instruction. 

56. II ayait alors quelque peu dWgent ; il en 
employa une partie k acheter des plumes, du 
papier, une ardoise; et le soir il s^amusait k 
imiter ce quHl avait tu pendant la joum^.

66. Dans ce d^m^l^, le jeune gentilhomme lui- 
m^me fut renyers^ par terre, ci sa chute, quoi- 
qu'eUe ne lui fit aucun mal physique, gktSL tons 
ses habits et d^truisit enti^rement Tarrangement 
de sa toilette. Au m^me instant la Dame elle- 
m^me, qui avait entendu le bruit, accourut ; I'em- 
port^nent du pauvre Jack ^tait trop Evident pour 
qu'il piit ^re excus^ ; cependant, il se montra fort 
soumia h sa maitresse, qu'il ^tait d^sol^ d'avoir 
offens^e } mals lorsqu'on lui ordonna de faire des 
excuses au jeune gentilhomme, comme la seule 
condition a laqoelle U piit rester dans la famille, 
Jack s'y refusa obstin^ment. Toutefois, il avoua

Sa soci^t^ (pensait-il en 
lui-m^me) pourrait bien ne pas leur ^tre agr&ible, 
ils pourraient bien aussi prendre la liberty de le 
traiter conune les blancs traitent g^n^ralement 
les noirs, lorsque ceux-ci viennent en leur posses- 
sion, c'est-i-dire I'accabler de travail, lui donner 
peu de nourriture, et le frapper sur la t6te, s'il 
cberehait jamais k s'^chapper. ^^ Ainsi done, s'^^ 
cria Jack au milieu de ses meditations solitaires, 
il vaut mieux peut-6tre, pour moi, rester tran* 
quille li oii je suisr II est vrai que je n'aurai 
point une nombreuse compagnie avec qui je puisse 
parler, mais aussi je n'aurai personne pour se que^ 
reller avec moi, pour imiter les b^lemens de ma- 
man, et se moquer de mon pauvre p&re» Je n^ 
vols pas non plus conunent je ferai pour viyre 
lorsque ma poudre et mon plomb seront enti^- 
ment employes ; cependant il me parait difGicilo 
de mourir de faim, car j'aper9ois, dans les bois^ 
des fruits de diff^rentes esp^ces, et des racines 
qui ressemblent parfaitement k des carottest 
Quant aux v^temens, lorsque les miens seront 
us^s, je n'aurai pas besoin d'en cberch^r d'autres^ 
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car le climat est d'une douceur charmante ; ainsi, 
tout bien cbnsi<i&4 j^ ^^ vols pas pourquoi je ne 
serais pas aussi heureux ici que dans tout autre 
jendroit." 

78. Lorsque Jack eut fini sa harangue, il se 
mit en devoir de chercher un logement pour la 
nuit. Apr^s quelques recherches, il trouva une 
caveme creus^e dans le roc ; efle n^^tait point hu- 
mide et paraissait oi&ir une agr^able ri^sidence. 
Jack se mit aussitdt k I'ouvrage, et k Taide d'une 
faache qu'il avait avec lui, il coupa des branches 
d'arbre, les ^tendit par terre, les recouvrit d'une 
esp^ce d'herbe longue et molle qu'il avait trouv^e 
en abondance non loin de Ik, et se dressa un lit. 

-Son premier soin, apr^s cela, fiit de se mettre a 
Tabri en cas d'attaque, car il ne savait pas si Ttle 
contenait des b^tes sauvages, ou si elle en ^tait 
exempte.

Jack se leva, un peu triste a 
la v^t^^ mais bien r^solu de r^sister en homme 
aux difiBicult^s de sa situation, II s'avan^a dans 
la for^t et trouva des miires et des fruits de diver- 
ses esp^ces ; comme le? oiseaux les avaient d6jk 
b^quet^es, il se hasarda k les goMer, et leur trou- 
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va une savew agr^able. II arracha aussi un grand 
nombre de racines diff^rentee ; mais il n^osa point 
les godter^ craignant qu'elles ne fussent v^n^net^^ 
ses* Enfin il en choisit une qui ressemblait beau*^ 
coup k la pomme-de-terre, la fit cuire dans les 
cendres chaudes, et se d^rmina k en goiiiter une 
tr^s-vpetite partie. II serait difBicile^ se dit-il en 
lui-m^me^ que cette substance piit me nuire en 
si petite quantity ; et si je m'en trouve bien, 
j'augmenterai la dose. La racine ^tait heureu8e*> 
ment tr^s-saine et tr^s-nourrissante j aussi Jack 
se vit-il en peu de temps presque assur^ contre le 
danger de manquer de nourriture. De cette ma«- 
ni^re^ Jack mena^ pendant quelques mois^ un 
genre de vie sauvage, mais passabkment heu- 
reux } et durant ce temps il jouit d*une sant^ par- 
faite^ et ne fiit jamais d^couvert par aucun natu- 
rel du pays. II avait coutume d'aller plusieurs fois 
le jour sur le rivage, dans Tedpdr de dfeouvrir 
pr^s de li quelque vaisseau qui ptit le retirer de sa 
prison solitaire. 

80. Get heureux moment arriva enfin; la cha^ 
loupe d'un vaisseau angbds^ qui fesait voile pour 
rinde^ vint toucher le rivage. Jack salua aussitdt 
r^uipage^ et I'officier ayant entendu son faistoire^ 
consentit k le recevoir 3 le capitaine aussi, voyant 
bientdt que Jack n'^tait pas du tout un matelot a 
d^daigner, lui accorda volontiers le passage, et lui 
promit m^me une gratification, s'il se comportait 
bien. 

81. Jack arriva dans PInde sans aucun accident, 
et ayant racont^ son histoire, on lui permit de 
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servir dans an autre regiment, altendu que le sien 
n'^tait plus ^U II se distmgua bientdt, en diffi^ 
rentes occasions, par son courage, sa bonne con- 
duite, et peu de temps apr^s il fut promu au grade 
de sergent. C^est en cette quality qu'il fat com- 
pris dans une expedition dans les parties ^loign^es 
de ce pays. La petite arm^e dans laquelle il ser- 
rait marcha, pendant plusieurs semaines, dans un 
climat brCdant, d^urvue des choses fes plus n^- 
cessaires klavie. 

82. Enfin ils entr^rent dans de vastes plaines 
qui bordaient le pays c^bre des Tartares. Jack 
(Stait parfaitement instruit de Thistoire de ce peu- 
ple, ainsi que de sa maniere de combattre. 

83. II savait que les Tartares sont les meilleurs 
cavaliers du monde; infatigables dans leurs at- 
taques, quoique repousses revenant toujours k la 
charge, et ne se laissant point attaquer impun^- 
ment. II prit done la liberty de reprfeenter a 
quelques officiers, que rien n'^taitplus dangeureux 
que de s'engager t^m^rairement dans ces plaines 
immenses, ob. ils ^talent expos^ k tout moment 
aux attaques de lacavalerie, sans aucun moyen de 
se d^fendre avec avantage, et sans aucun lieu pour 
se retirer en cas de malheur. 

84. Ces observations ne farentgu^re^cout^es, et 
apr^s quelques heures de marche, on fat alarm^ par 
Tapproche d*un corps nombreux de cavaliers tar- 
tares. Nos gens s^ava'ncferent pourtant k leur ren- 
contre dans le meilleur ordre possible, et firent suc- 
cessivement plusieurs d^charges de mousqueterie, 
afin de contenir Tennemi k quelque distance. Mais 
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ks Tartares n'avaient pas le dessein de s'exposer 
a une perte considerable pour fme ce qu'ila 
^talent siirs d'obtenir saas perte et sans danger. 
Au lieu done de charger les Europ^ns, ils se con- 
tent^rent de leur donner des alarmes continuelles^ 
et de les menacer sur tous les points sans se trop 
exposer eux-m£mes. 

85. L'arm^e alors essay a de battre enretraite^ 
dans Tespoir d'arriver aux montagnes voisines^ oiX 
ils auraient 6t^ en siiret^ contre les attaques de la 
cavalerie ; mais ils furent encore d^sappoint^s dans 
cette nouvelle tentative^ car un autre corps nom- 
breux d'ennemis parut de ce cdt^ et leur coupa le 
passage. Les Europ^ens se trouv^rent ainsi en*« 
tour^s de toutes parts sans pouvoir faire la moindre 
resistance. Le commandant jugea done conve- 
uable de tenter Teffet des n^ciations; il en- 
voya Tunde ses officiers^ qui entcndait un peula 
langue tartare^ afin de traiter avec le g^n^al en- 
nemi. Le chef des Tartares regut les Europ^ens 
avec les plus grands ^gards^ et apr^s leur avoir 
adress^ quelques l^ers reproches sur I'ambition 
qui les fesait venir si loin pour attaquer un peuple 
dont ils n'avaient jamais re9u la moindre injure^ 
il consentit k leur d^vrance, k des conditions fort 
mod^r^es. Mais il insista pour que les armes lui 
fiissent livrfes, k Texception de quelques-unes qu'il 
leur permit de conserver pour se d^fendre dans 
leur retour ; il demanda encore un certain nombre 
d'Europ^ens pour r^pondre^ en quality d'6tages^ 
de la validity du trait^. Parmi ceux qui furent 
ainsi remis entre les mains des Tartares, se trouva 
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Jack ; et tandis que lea autres paraissaient inconso- 
tables d'etre piisonnierB d'une nation barbare^ lui 
seul^ accoutum^ k toutes les vicissitudes de la vie^ 
conserva sa gait^ et se pr^parak affironter tons les 
revers de la fortune avee sa fennet^ habituelle. 

86. Les Tartares parmi lesquels Jack ^tait alors 
contraint de demeurer^ forment plusieurs tribus 
ou peuplades diffi^rentes^ qui occupent une ^n- 
due inunense de pays^ situ^ en Asie et en Europe ; 
ce pays est en g^n^ral d^couvert^ inculte/ et ne 
renferine aucune ville ni aucun bourg semblables k 
ceux que nous voyons en Angleterre. Les habi-* 
tans eux*m6mes sont des hommes vifs et coura^ 
geux^ vivant dans de petites tentes et changeant 
de demeure k chaque saison de Tannic. Toutes 
leurs richesses consistent en des troupeaux de^ 
b^tes ft comes, qu'ils mtoent avec eux d'un lieu 
k un autre, et dontle lait et la chair leur servent 
de nourriture. lis sont extr^mement passionn^s 
pour les chevaux dont ils poss^dent une espdce^ 
petite k la v^rit^, mais excellente, et in&tigable 
dans les travaux de la guerre. . Les Tartares excel- 
lent dans Tart de manier les chevaux, au delft de 
tout ce qu'on pent imaginer* Des troupeaux nom- 
breux de ces animaux errent dans les deserts, sans 
ordre, mais marques du signe particulier de la 
personne ou de la tribu ft laquelle ils appartiennent. 
Lorsque les Tartares ont besoin, pour leur usage, 
de quelques-uns de ces animaux, un certain nom^ 
bre de leurs jeunes gens montent ftcheval, n'ayant 
qu'un simple licou pour le conduire, et portant 
dans leur main un bftton au bout duquel est un 
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nceud coulant en oorde. ParrenuB k lavue da 
troupeau^ ils poursuivent en toute Mte le cheval 
quails veulent prendre^ I'atteignent malgr^ sa vi*^ 
tesse^ et ne manquent jamais^ pendant qu^il court, 
de hii passer le noeud aatour du cou. On les voit 
souvent monter de jeunes chevaux qui^ jugque^l^, 
ont toujours v6c\i dans le d^seit^ et passant une 
simple sangle aatour du corps de ranimal, s'y 
maintenir assis en d^pit de tous ses efforts^ jus* 
qxx'k ce qu'ils Tsdent dompt^ et rdduit a la plus 
parfaite ob^saance. Telle ^it la nation au mi- 
lieu de laquelle le sort de Jack le for9ait de demeu^ 
rer^ et celui-ci ne fiit pas long-temps sans trouver 
Toccasion de d^ployer ses talens. 

87. II iurriva que le cheval favori du chef des 
Tartares fat saisi d'une fi^vre violente et se trou« 
va bientdt aprte en danger de mourir. Le Kan 
(c'est ainsi que les Tartares appellent leur g^n^- 
ral), voyant que son cheval devenait de plus en 
plus malade, eut recours aux Europ^ns^ afin de 
savoir s'ils ne pourraient pas lui foumir quelque 
moyen de gii^naon. ,Tous les officiers ^ient 
profond^ment ignorans dans Tart v^t^rinaire ; mais 
lorsqu'on en fat venu k Jack, il demanda k voir le 
cheval, et commenpa, avec beaucoup de gravity, 
a lui toucher le pouls, en passant la main k la peir- 
tie interne de sa jambe de devant, ce qui donna 
aux Tartares une haute id^e de son g^nie. Trou- 
vant que Fanimal avait beaucoup de fi^vre, il con- 
seilla au Kan de lui tirer du sang, ce qu'il avait 
appris a faire en Angleterre avec la plus grande 
habilet^. II obtint la permission de faire tout ce 
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qui lui plairait. Par un bonheur extreme, il avait 
une lancette arec lui, et il saigna, avec beaucoup 
d'adresse, le cheval au oou. Apr^a cette op^ra^ 
tion, il le couvrit bien, lui donna une potion 
chaude, faite avec lea ingr^diens qu'il put trouver 
sur-le-cbamp, et lui laissa prendre du repos. 
Quelques heures apr^s, le cheval commenpa a se 
trouver mieux, et dans peu de jours il fat entiere- 
ment titaiAi, k la grande satisfaction du Kan. 

88. Cette cure, si heureusement termin^e, don- 
na k Jack une reputation telle, que chacun ve-^ 
mdt le consulter pour ses chevaux, et qu'en peu 
de temps il se vit le mar^chal de toute la tribu. 
Le Kan lui-m^me congut pour lui une si grande 
affection, qu'il hii donna un excellent cheval poi^r 
le xnonter et s'en servir dans ses parties de chasse : 
Jack, de son (;6te, qui exceUait dans Tart de T^- 
quitation, le mania de mani^re k se concUier Fes- 
time de toute la nation. 

89. Quoique les Tartares soient d'excellens ca- 
valiers, ils ne s'imaginent pas qu'on puisse con- 
duire un cheval par d'autres moyens que la force ; 
maid Jack, par une attention et des soins conti- 
nued, rendit en peu de temps son cheval si do^ 
cile et si ob^issant au moindre mouvement de sa 
mam ou de ses jambes, que les Tartares eux- 
m^mes ne purent s'empfecher de le regarder avec 
admiration, et d'avouer qu'il les surpassait en dex- 
t^rit^. Non content de cela. Jack se procura du 
fer et en fit des fers k cheval k la mani^re euro- 
p^enne. Ce fat encore un grand sujet d^^tonne- 
ment pour les Tartares, qui sont accoutum^s a 
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monter leurs chevaux saiis qu'ils soient ferr^. II 
observa ensuite que les belles ^talent prodigieuse- 
ment grosses^ incommodes^ et qu'elles flevaient le 
cavalier k une grande distance du dos du cheval. 

90. Jack se mit k Fouvrage, et bient6t aprfes il 
eut confectionn^ une selle semblable aux selles an- 
glaises pour la chasse. Mont^ sur elle^ il parut 
en presence du Kan. Tous les hommes sont pas^ 
sionn^s pour la nouveaut^^ aussi le Kan fut telle- 
ment charm^ de cette nouvelle production du g^- 
nie de Jack^ qu'apr^s lui avoir adress^les compli** 
mens les plus flatteurs^ il lui t^moigna le d^sir d'a- 
voir une semblable selle pour lui-m^me. Jack 
^tait I'homme du monde le plus obligeant^ et il 
n'^pargnait point sa peine pour servir ses amis. II 
se remit done k Touvrage^ et peu de temps apr^s 
il eut termin^^ pour le Kan^ une selle encore plus 
^^gante que la premiere. Ces divers trav^ux lui 
attir^rent en m^me temps Testime et la faveur du 
Kan et de toute la tribu. Ainsi Jack devint le fa- 
vori de tout le monde^ et se vit charg^ de pr^sens^ 
tandis que le reste des ofEiciers^ qui n'avalent ja- 
mais appris k faire une selle ou un fer a cheval^ 
^taient trait^s avec indifference et m^pris. 

91. Jack cependant se comporta envers ses 
compatriotes avec la plus grande g^n^rosit^^ et 
il partagea toujours avec eux la viande et le gi- 
bier qu'on lui donnait. N^anmoins il ne pouvait 
s'emp^cher d'observer quelquefois que c'^tait une 
grande piti^ de voir qu'on ne leur edt point appris k 
fabriquer un fer k cheval, au lieu de leur montrer 
a danser et k arranger leur chevelure. 
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92» Sur ces entrefeites^ un ambassadeur arriva 
des ^tablissemens anglais^ assurant que toutes les 
conditions du traits avaient ^ remplies^ et de* 
mandant la restitution des prisonniers. Le chef 
des Tartares ^tait trop homme d'honneur pour dif-- 
fdrer un seul instant^ et tons les prisonniers fiirent 
r^idus. Mais^ avant de partir^ Jack tmvaiila 
avec une activity infatigable k finir une paire de 
selles et une douzaine de fers k cheval^ qu'il offrit 
au K^i avec F expression de sa reconnaissance. 
Le Kan fiit charm^ de cette preuve de son amiti^^ 
et^ en retour3 il lui fit present d'une paire de 
beaux chevaux et de diff(£rentes peaux de b^tes d'un 
grand prix* Jack arriva sans accident aux ^ta* 
bUssemens anglais^ et ayant vendu ses chevaux et 
ses peaux^ il se trouva possesseur d'une sonune 
d'argent assez consid^rskble. II commen9a alors 
h d^sirer de retoumer en Angleterre, et Tun des 
officiers qu'il avait fr^quenunent obliges durant sa 
captivit^^ lui fitobtenir son cong^. II s'embarqua 
donc^ avec tout ce qu'il poss^dait, k bord d'un 
vaisseau qui retoumait en Angleterre^ et quelques 
mois apr^s il d^arqua heureusement k Plymouth, 

93. Jack avait trop d'activit^ et devprudence pour 
se livrer k Toisivet^. Apr^s avoir consid^r^ difK- 
rens genres d'occupations, il se d^cida k reprendre 
son ancien metier de forgeron. Dans ce desseiji, 
il fit un voyage dans le nord, et trouva son ancien 
maitre encore vivant et aussi actif que jamais. Ce- 
lui-ci^ qui avait toujours conserve beaucoup d'es- 
tipaepour Jack^ le re9Utavec la plusgrande cor- 
diality^ et ayant .besoin d'un chef d'ouvriers^ il lui 
donna cette place, avec des appointemens consi- 
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d^ables. Jack se montra infatigable en remplis- 
sant ses nouvellefl fonctioiis ; d'une probit^ inflexi-^ 
ble dans tout ce qui regardait les int^r^tsde eon 
maitre^ et en mftme temps humain et obligeant en- 
vers ceux qui ^ient au-dessoug de lui ; il s'attira 
Taffection de tout ce qui Tentourait. Quelques 
ann^es aprfes, son maitre fiit tellement convaincu 
de son m^te^ que, devenant vieux lui-m^me, il 
prit Jack comme associ^, et confia h ses soins la 
direction de toutes les affidres. Jack continua k 
montrer les ni^mes qualit^s dont il avait fidt preuve 
auparavant^ et par-Ui am^ora si bien son com- 
merce, qu'il amassa une fortune considerable, et 
devintrun des plus respectables manufacturiers du 
pays, Cependant, au sein de cette prosperity, on 
ne d^couvrit jamais en lui la moindre marque d'or-* 
gueil ou de hauteur ; au contraire, il employa une 
partie de sa fortune k acheter le champ oil il aVait 
pasd^ les premieres ann^es de sa vie, et y construi- 
sit lui-m^me une maison petite, mais commode, & 
la m^me place oik s'^levait jadis la calf ane de son 
p^. lA il venait quelquefois se reposer de ses 
affiedres et cultiver son jardin, de ses propres mains, 
car il detestait Toisivet^. 

94. II se montra gen^reux et bienfesant envers 
tons ses pauvres voisins ; il les soulageait dans leur 
mis^, les recevait chez lui, les engageait souvent 
k diner avec la plus grande cordiality, et se plaisait 
k raconter son histoire, pour fisdre voir qu'U importe 
peu de quelle mani^re un homme vienne au monde, 
pourvu que lorsqu'il y est, il m^ne une bonne con- 
duite et remplissebien ses devoirs.
